Gain of gold, but loss of his wife's love, 
is the bitter-sweet reward that came to 
Samuel. Kimmel, formerly of Belleville, 
after years of work, hardship and exposure 
in the Klondike country, whither he went 
at the time of the gold strike in 1897. 

He finally won wealth, to the extent of 
$100,000, but in the cireult court his wife, 
Josephine, was granted a divorce from him 
Monday. . : 

His object in going to the Klondike was 
to gain wealth for her. Befere-he-returned 
with it she had filed suit for divorce. 

Now that he has time to rest from his 
labor and enjoy his life his life partner, 
for whom he labored, is his no longer. 

M.. and Mrs. Kimmel were living in 
Belleville at the time of the discovery of 
gold in the Klondike. She was an ambitious, 
handsome woman of much talent. He was 
in business in a small way. Their home 
was comfortable. but it had no luxuries. 

Mrs. Kimmel loved society more than did 
her husband, who was more than ten 
years her senior. He wished often that 
he was able to give her all the things that 
she desired, but the returns of his business 
were not such that he could. 7 

The gold waiting to be claimed in Alaska 
seemed to offer him an opportunity. With 

n other men he made plans to gv. His 
wite, although she loved her husband much 
at the time, did not place unconquerable 
obstacles in his way. He sold out his 
business, and, with that capital, started for 
Alaska :

so great that he became ill. Far away 
.from home in that strange ‘country it 
seemed as if he could not live. He re-

home-coming and struggled for health. 
When he became better his expenses had 
been such that he had no more money 
with which to continue his searc for 
gold. He went hungry for à time, but 
knowing that starvation would only 
bring back his illness he found work 
fn a coal mine. He worked there and 
Saved his money until he had enough to 
. try again. 


Would Not Write 
of His Failures. 


Rather than write accounts of failures 
he sometimes remained silent. Often he 
had no money with which to buy stamps 
or paper. He waited, hoping that in 
a short time luck might come to him 
and he would be able te send back 
money to his wife.

What We Said to Europe During the Civil War 


The recognition by Great Britain, France and the Nether- 
lands of the belligereney of the Confederate states alone 
caused a shock among North American diplomats. Mr. Sew- 
ard, secretary of state, refused to listen to the reading of in- 
struction received from home by the ministers of the two first 
mentioned powers, because it was inferred in the instructions 
that the American Union was divided into two belligerent 
factions, one of which was the government of the United 
States, and declared that he could not admit such to be the 
case. In a dispatch to United States Minister Adams he said: 

“The United States are the exclusive possessors of the ter- 


“| ritory acquired by them. They live in peace with the world, 


observing international law, and as friends of Great Britain 


volt and this force must naturally have arms to accomplish 
their purpose. This, -however, does not constitute an act of 
war necessitating neutrality or the redemption of existing 
obligations with the perturbed country. Any principle con- 
trary to this would make all governments the playthings of 
fortune and caprive and would plunge humanity into a per- 
petual war.” 

In a prior dispatch to the United States minister at Paris, 
Mr. Seward went even farther by saying that in the United 
States there could exist but one political power—that recog- 
nized by all nations. 

Minister Adams, in a note dated Sept. 18, 1861, summarized 
the whole question in the following manner:

Theodore Arnemann, who says his home 
is in New Orleans and that he came to St.

He says the agreement, made verbally 
with him at the time he paid the $3, 
was that the “bureau” would secure 
him a position at $2 a day, with Sunday 
work and opportunities for overtime. 

He says he was sent by the manager 
of the “bureau” to four places, at each 
of which he was. told that the bureau 
had no authority to send men for em- 
ployment, and that there was no posi- 
tion for him. He says he was sent to 
the Christy Fire Clay Co. and the 
American Car Co. in the west end of 
the city, to a firm at 6500 South Broad- 
way, and to another firm in the ex- 
treme northern end of town. 

After going to each place and report- 
ing daily at the “bureau” as required, 
he demanded a return of his money. He 
Says the manager told him he could get 
10 per cent of the $3, but no more. 

Arnemann says he told the manager 
the contract was of no account, and the 
manager promptly and frankly replied, 
“I know it.” 

Arnemann reported the matter to the 
police, but was told that nothing could 
be done about it.
